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Ten Vital Questions Regarding Test Work 


ERHAPS the most vital question which the ambitious 
Holstein breeder has before him today for solution 
is this: “How shall I develop my herd so as to make 


the most profit from it?” 


It is self-evident that no real progress can ensue with- 
out production tests of some kind. It is equally true that 
without progress there can be no substantial profit for 


there is no middle ground. 
The breed will either pro- 
gress or retrograde, and a 
business that is slipping back- 
ward is very seldom a profit- 
able one. 

Granted then that produc- 
tion tests are indispensable 
to the prosperity of the Hol- 
stein industry, the next ques- 
tion arises is “Whether to 
make short time or long time 
records or both?” 

This article has for its 
purpose the solution of this 
very question, and while it is 
a subject that can not be 
settled by argument, or rath- 
er by a crystallization of pub- 
lic sentiment in whatever di- 
rection experience proves to 
be right. 

Recently we formulated 
ten questions covering the 
main considerations in the 
case of long time versus short 
time work. These questions 
were submitted to the leading 
dairy educators of the coun- 
try. The responses represent- 
ing both extremes of opinion 
show a great deal of pains- 
taking and are worthy of the 
most careful consideration on 
= part of the Holstein pub- 
ic. 


By Professor H. H. Wing, 
Cornell University 


1. Records made as a re- 
sult of seven-day tests are 
practically the only basis of 
values of Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle, bearing in mind that this 


includes records of ancestors as well as the record of the 


individual. 


2. If there has been any improvement in the productive 
capacity of Holstein-Friesian cattle in the last twenty-five 
years, and I think all would agree that there has been such 
improvement of decided character, it has resulted from 
breeding operations based upon the selection of individuals 
of known productive capacity established as results of offi- 


cial tests, 


3. I have seen little evidence of any change of public 
opinion with respect to the reliability and usefulness of 
seven-day records during the past five years. 


4. This question is really the root of all the matters

under discussion with respect to official records. I should 
prefer that the question had been formulated “from the 
standpoint of the future development of the breed” rath- 


er than “from the standpoint 
of the future of the business.” 

If the making of an offi- 
cial record under all circum- 
stances took into considera- 
tion its effect upon the devel- 
opment of the cow during her 
whole life, my opinion would 
be that there is little differ- 
ence between the seven-day 
and year test. 

Human nature is such that 
in anything of the nature of 
making records competition 
is sure to develop and this in 
itself is not undesirable, but 
the inevitable result ‘of com- 
petition is that extremes are 
sought for and the inevitable 
result of extremes in any- 
thing is that undesirable 
consequences follow. 

The record of the produc- 
tion of the cow is the result- 
ant of at least two factors, 
the physiological capacity of 
the cow more or less depend- 
ent on heredity and the exter- 
nal conditions of environ- 
ment, such as weather, food, 
attendance and the like. The 
former of these factors might 
be called the internal one 
and the latter the external or 
environmental. When the en- 
vironmental factor is large, 
the results are misleading. 
Common opinion which is 
probably correct in the main 
ascribes a larger factor of 
environment to short time 
records but there is little 
question but what the envi- 


ronmental factor is also large in the yearly record. To my 


mind, the greatest difference between the seven-day and 


year test is the effect upon the breeding capacity and 
future usefulness of the animal. 

Speaking of so called forced records which are, of 
course, the main ones to be considered in a discussion of 
this sort, I think the history of records already made points 
strongly to the conclusion that the effects upon the a~ “nal 
are less as the result of a short time than they are f-om 
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a year’s test. Certainly, it is true that where a large year’s 
test is made, as the result of keeping the animal open that 
irregularities in breeding are very likely to follow. In 
other words, the large yearly record means delay in 
breeding, while the large weekly record stimulates early 
breeding since large weekly records 
are made immediately after freshening. 

The statement often made is undoubted- 
ly true, that a year’s record comes much 
nearer being the actual index of the pro- 
ductive capacity of the animal than does 
the short time or seven-day record. To 
sum the whole matter up, my opinion 
would be that excluding the question of 
forcing, the year test is a much better in- 
dex of productive capacity of the cow 
than is the seven-day test. 

5. The seven-day test has been sa 
extensively used for so many years thaj 
its discontinuance would undoubtedly re. 
sult in temporary disadvantage. It is 
altogether likely that in the long run the 
breeder would find an advantage in chang- 
ing from the seven-day test to the yearly 
test just as he found advantage in chang- 
ing from the old time churn butter record 
to the official record. 

6. Undoubtedly. 

7. My observation based upon experi 
ence with breeds that recognize only the 
long time testing is that the proportion 
of small breeders participating is not less 
than among Holstein breeders and the cost of supervision 
is little, if any more. On the present basis of the prices in 
New York State, yearly supervision of a whole herd would 
cost $144.00, and this would mean about the same as three 
ten-day short time tests. And few breeders that test at 
all make less than two or three tests, and they usually 
run from ten to fifteen days. 

8. Answer to this question has been touched upon in 
the reply to question No. 4. It might be said in addition 
that the future progress of the breed depends upon the 
continuation of records, and if the majority of breeders 
are disinclined to take up the yearly test, progress must 
depend upon the seven-day test.

By Professor H. H. Dean, Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. 

1. The seven-day test has proven a 
valuable *method of basing values for 
Holstein cattle. While it may not be an 
ideal method, it certainly is of great val- 
ue. A buyer has to take into considera- 
tion, however, that it is a test for a short 
time and govern himself accordingly. 
Generally speaking, a cow that will make 
a good record for seven days will also 
make a good year record. 

2. The seven-day record is a valuable 
basis for breeding operations, because it 
shows, in a general way, what a cow can 
do, not only for one week but also for 
a longer time. . 

3. Judging by the prices paid for 
animals with good seven-day records, the 4 
public still has confidence in these tests, - 
although they are being seriously at- 
tacked in certain quarters. They have 
largely made the Holstein cow what she 
is today, and will continue to give her 
confidence in the minds of the public. 

4. Both seven-day and yearly tests are 
of value from the standpoint of the fu- 
ture of the business, but because yearly 
tests, conducted in such a way that they 
have the absolute confidence of breeders, 
are impracticable under present conditions, the seven-day 
test is likely to be of greater relative value for some time 
to come. 

5. In my judgment it would be a decided disadvantage 
for Holstein breeders to discontinue the seven-day test, 
largely because it is the only practicable official test for 
a great majority of breeders. 

6. The discontinuance of seven-day testing would in all 
prcb.bility increase the number of long time records, be- 
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public eyes. The condition would certainly be changed.

i. The discontinuance of the seven-day 
a decided disadvantage to the small breeder, as he would 
be unable, as a rule, to conduct official long time test, 

In Canada semi-official records are mal, 
under the supervision of the Dominion 
or Federal Government at practically ss 
cost to the breeder, so far as the testing 
is concerned. This arrangement makes 
it possible for the small breeder in Canada 
to take up this work, which might not oth. 
erwise be possible. But as a rule, at pub. 
lic auction sales the animals with the 
good short time records bring the highest 
prices, and so long as this continues the 
breeders are not likely to extend very 
largely the method of semi-official tests 
There has been considerable criticism of 
semi-official tests because they lack, to 
some extent, accuracy. 

8. The future progress of the Holstein 
breed depends, to a large extent, on the 
seven-day test. We have no way of judg. 
ing the future except by the past. In the 
past the seven and the thirty-day and the 
“eight months after calving” tests have 
done wonders for this breed, and thesetests 
are likely to continue of great value, and 
it would be a serious mistake if seven-day 
testing were dropped by Holstein breeders. 

9. I have not observed any ill effects from long time test- 
ing, although such have been reported. 

10. In my judgment the public pays more for seven-day 
backing than for long time semi-official backing, because 
they have greater confidence in the work, and until as 
much confidence has been established in the public mind 
for long time semi-official tests as for the short time 
tests, they will continue to pay the money where their 
confidence is placed. 

By Professor Oscar Erf, Ohio State University. 

1. In our opinion the seven-day test is not the best 
basis for determining Holstein values. It is no indication 
whatever of economical production for the cow may be 
dry for a long period of time and accumulate a large 
amount of nutrients in the tissues which she is trained to 
liberate rapidly after parturition. Neither is a seven-day 
record an indication that a high milk flow will be con- 
tinued for any length of time. 

2. As a basis of breeding operations 
with increased economic production as a 
goal, the seven-day test may have some 
value but it is small in comparison to 
the value of the yearly test for the pur- 
pose of increasing economic production. 

3. In Ohio the seven-day record is 
losing the confidence of the important 
breeders to a very great extent. There 
are a few of our breeders who have not 
made a deep study of the problem who 
consider the seven-day test of equal val- 
ue to the yearly, but this number is 
growing smaller every year. 

4. While in the past the business man 
has seemed to consider the seven-day 
test of as much or more importance than 
the long time test, I believe the time 
is coming when this will not be true. 
>From the standpoint of the future of 
the business I would consider the yearly 
test of at least 60 per cent more value 
than the seven-day test. 

5. I do not know that it would be to 
the advantage of the Holstein-Friesian 
breed to discontinue the seven-day en- 
tirely for a seven-day test is better than 
no test at all. Oftentimes, a breeder who 
would not think of taking up yearly work 
will test for seven days and if a good 
record is made will be encouraged to take up yearly work. 
Continue the seven-day tests but make a greater distinction 
between the value of the seven-day and the yearly tests. 

6. I believe that the discontinuance of the seven-day test- 
ing would increase the number ‘of long time records. In 
Ohio we probably have more Holstein-Friesian cows than 
any other breed and yet we have on official test yearly 
‘one hundred herds of Jerseys and only eleven herds of 
Holsteins on yearly test. I believe that this is largely on 
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amount of seven-day work that is done.

But there is‘no question but what the true 
jevelopment of the breed can be accomplished much more 
apidly and effectively through the long time test. 
: i“ ‘A machine that is worked hard all day will naturally 
+ out more quickly than one that is run but little. A cow 
that produces from 60 to 80 pounds of milk daily will not, 
as a rule, live as long as one that gives but 15 to 20 pounds. 
However, in one case the animal is profitable while in the 
other she is not. In our experience very few animals have 
suffered any ill effects from the making of high records, 
if well cared for and given a short rest at the end of each 
lactation period. 

10. The public pays more for seven-day than for long 
time backing on account of effective advertising. If a dis- 
tinction could be made between the value of the short and 
the long time tests and impressed upon the public as per- 
sistently and thoroughly as has the value of the seven- 
day record, then the long time record of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow becomes of more value. It is perfectly right 
that a cow with a high seven-day record should bring a high 
price but the cow with a high yearly test should bring a 

uch higher price.

1. My opinion of the seven-day test as a basis of Hol- 
stein values is such that I would not buy a herd sire on 
that basis. At the beginning I believe the seven-day records 
made under more or less normal conditions were more 
indicative of the cow’s value than at the present time. 
One reason why I make the first statement as strongly as 
I do is that one does not have to buy animals on the basis 
of the seven-day test, and when one can secure bulls with 
strong semi-official yearly records back of them, there is 
Parag ona reason for depending upon the seven-day 
est as a basis of value. 

2. This question is practically answered above. I do 
not consider that the seven-day record is of very material 
value as a basis of breeding operations with increased 
economic production as a goal. 

3. With us the seven-day record is losing, I think, in 
public confidence with every increase in the world’s rec- 
ord for this time. 

4. My opinion as to the relative value of the seven-day 
and the year test from the standpoint of the future of the 
business is that the advantage is altogether with the year 
test. The seven-day development has been carried about 
as far as it can be carried. The year test work, I think, is 
but started, and in the future herd sires are not going to 
be selected on the basis of a single year’s record of the 
oe “s the basis of continuous performance covering 

of years. 

5. I certainly think that it would be to the advantage 
of the Holstein breed to discontinue the seven-day test. 
Other breed associations have done this. I think it is gen- 
erally considered that the men who are pushing seven-day 
records, and the sale of animals on the basis of these high 


wear 








records are jobbers rather than breeders, and their work 
will in the long run be a decided detriment to the interests 
of the breed. I believe that the man whose work benefits 
the breed in the long run is breeding for one of two reasons, 
either that he is depending upon his breeding operations 
for his living, or he is in the business because he loves it. 
The man who is in the business because he likes the game 
and finds it possible to make money through ingenious 
advertising is a transient, and will be forgotten when the 
history of the breed is written a hundred years from now. 

6. I believe that the discontinuance of the seven-day 
records would increase the number of long time records, 
Many people do not give sufficient consideration to year’s 
records because the most advertised breeders have put the 
emphasis on the short-time test, so that the relative impor- 
tance is not understood by a great many breeders. I be- 
lieve it is a matter of record that the number of long-time 
records has been increased in case of the other breed as- 
sociations with the discontinuance of the seven-day test. 

7. I cannot believe that the doing away with the seven- 
day test would long result in the small breeder not making 
long-time semi-official records. Very frequently the seven- 
day records are made by little breeders at a time when 
they have nothing else to test, whereas in the case of long 
time records a number of tests could be made at one visit 
from the official representative. I believe that in the end it 
would result in more testing being done at a less cost 
relatively to the small breeder. 

8. I should say that the future progress of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed depends very little if at all upon the seven- 
day test. I think it has reached the limit of its value. 

9. I have observed no serious ill effects of the long- 
time test. I believe as many cows have been injured as a 
result of crowding for short-time test if not more than by 
long-time work. If a cow cannot work year after year, her 
year’s record will be of relatively less importance than 
‘where she can repeat as has our famous California cow 
Tilly Alcartra and others not only among Holsteins but 
among the other dairy breeds. 

10. It is because the people who are the most adroit 
advertisers and the best salesmen are the men who are 
selling seven-day animals. No effort apparently has been 
made by the Holstein-Friesian Association to educate the 
public to an appreciation of the value of the year’s record 
as opposed to the seven-day. 

An instance is on record where a leading breeder who 
has for a number of years given special attention to long 
time work, has sold progeny from one of his foundation 
cows bringing him just under one quarter million dollars 
in eight years. I wonder if there are many seven-day cows 
that can exceed this record? This man is a breeder. 

By Professor Kar! B. Musser, State College of Washington 

1. My opinion of tests as a basis of value are: ist, 
yearly records; 2d, eight months after calving; 3d, 60 and 
90 day test; 4th, seven day test; 5th, one day production. 

2. The seven-day test as a basis of breeding operations 
with increased economic production as a goal is of value 
to an important extent provided the tests among which 
selection is made are within the same herd or herds, having 
equal opportunity for record making. Two cows under 
identical conditions will yield annually, generally in pro- 
portion to their seven-day tests, provided they have been 
fitted and normally (physical-health) given equal opportu- 
nity. However, the response of many cows to longer per- 
iods and yet of small production for seven-day tests leads 
the wise breeder to seek longer time records. The longer 
the record the greater is the requirement for greater dairy 
capacity and conformation. Exceptions are found but they 
are not accepted as reliable tests by many of the laymen. 

3. The seven-day test is losing the public confidence 
because the higher the records the more abnormal must 
be the conditions under which the record is made generally 
speaking. 

4. The future of the business of the Holstein breed lies 
in building up confidence in all records made. The easy 
terms upon which violators have escaped exposure are 
quite prominent in the minds of laymen even tho this be 
gossip. The seven-day test if relied upon wholly will be 
eventually of little value, inasmuch as the breed will be 
affected toward a short lactation period and the animals 
will be specialized in short time records. 

5. It would not be to the advantage of the breed to 


‘discontinue seven-day tests at once because many breed- 


ers through Holstein writings have been wrongly educated 
as to their value. Eventually due to reasons given in 
answers above it would benefit the breed.

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Tuberculosis and Accredited Herd Plan 


UBERCULOSIS is an in- 
l fectious disease caused by 
the tubercle bacillus, 
characterized by nodular masses 
of granulating tissues, which re-° 
main devoid of blood vessels and 
which, after reaching a certain 
degree of development, tend to die out. 

The microscopic lesions are too familiar to require a 
description of any considerable length. They consist of 
nodules of various ages called tubercles, irregularly scat- 
tered throughout the tissues, which are more or less dis- 
organized by their presence and retrogressive changes. The 
minute primitive tubercle is called a milliary tubercle. 
The virulence varies considerably, according to the sources 
from which they are obtained. 

It is not surprising that the infectious nature of this 
disease has been known for centuries. Research work by 
Fracaster, Klenke, Villemin on its infectious nature, dis- 
coveries by Kock and his confirmation of Smith’s con- 
clusions on the difference between the human and bovine 
type of the organism, are pages of interesting history. The 
contentions of Von Behringthat a large percentage of 
human tuberculosis originates in childhood from milk caus- 
ed a great deal of discussion. He assumed that the disease 
is traceable to infected milk, and that the organism could 
pass through the intestinal mucosae without causing le- 
sions. 

This important problem led many to further investiga- 
tions. Rosenberger reported findings of tubercle bacilli 
in nearly all cases of patients he examined in the circulat- 
ing blood. Other authors denied this, as acid fast bacilli 
have been found in distilled water and in the blood of 
healthy patients. 

With the discovery of tuberculin, a vigorous attempt 
was made to test every animal in the state. By this official 
procedure valuable animals were destroyed; spreaders fail- 
ing to react were left in the herd; the channels of the host 
were left unbroken, and the owner left to his fate. More re- 
search work has been done in this disease than in any oth- 
er, but the knowledge has never been properly applied. 

In cattle the symptoms of tuberculosis are not easily 
detected by methods of physical diagnosis until the disease 
is in an advanced stage. Spreaders may be elements of 
danger without appearing in any way diseased. A great 
deal of objection is encountered on the part of many 
breeders that tuberculin is injurious. There is no scientific 
basis for,this belief if the test is performed intelligently. 
The systematic retesting of herds is of advantage to the 
breeder, since it has been shown that cows in the early 
stages of the disease may expell the bacilli in the faeces 
or through respiration, and become a constant menace to 
the remainder of the herd. 

That tuberculosis can be eradicated is not a theory, 
but a fact. Demonstrations have been carried on in the 
District of Columbia, Virginia and other states. There is a 
compulsory law in the district passed by Congress. In ten 


years the percentage of reactors has been reduced in all . 


the herds from eighteen to a fraction of one per cent. 
Statistics show in this state that in regularly tested herds 
the number of reactors has been reduced. It is seldom that 
a reactor is found in localities where milk ordinances are 
enforced. Compulsory physical examination of herds has 
also reduced the clinical cases. However, it is estimated 
that only one-half of the area in the United States is in- 
fected. Nevertheless, records from official abattoirs show 
a large increase each year, especially where hogs are fed 
on creamery products. 

There is a growing tendency in certain areas to test 
only animals ready to be shipped interstate and allow the 
remainder of the herd to go untested. Under these condi- 
tions it is probable that infected ones are left, remaining 
in the untested portion of the herd, and there perpetuate 
the disease unless pasteurization methods are enforced in 
order that their progeny may be protected from further 
ravages of the disease; especially may this occur in long 
standing cases. It is plausible that the state has received 
little, if any, compensation in return for such expenditures 
of indemnities, and should demand that the entire herd 
be tested and a conscientious effort made to eliminate the 
disease. The majority of reactors in purebred herds are of 
economic importance. Therefore, it is logical that the 
state should reimburse the owner fcr such animals, not 
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only from a public health stanq. 
point but for the industry itself 
Congress has recently passed a 
large appropriation to indemnify 
these owners on a cooperative 
basis with the various states. 

Animals tested for the first 
time that are tuberculous respond with a greater degree 
of accuracy than after frequent retestinz, unless exception. 
ally large doses are injected and where the animal is sup- 
posed to be immuned to the thermic test. 

If no reactors are found the herd is reasonably safe, 
but if a large number, it is probable that some have failed 
to react to the tuberculin. There is too much dependency 
placed on its limitations, and certain unforeseen circum- 
stances cccur over which the veterinarian has no control, 
Still, careful laboratory experiments on specimens sgub- 
mitted from the so called “no lesions cases” show these 
animals to be affected in a majority of cases. 

Numerous breeders have maintained clean herds at 
their own expense by frequent testing. But in order to 
make a shipment it was necessary to retest and later be 
subjected to the regulations of the state to which they 
were consigned. Thus a large number of sales were lost 
to impatient buyers not waiting for an official test. 

In December 1917, at the annual meeting of the United 
States Live Stock Sanitary Association held in Chicago, res- 
oulutions were adopted unanimously by the breeders and 
officials of the various states to encourage the maintaining 
of herds free from tuberculosis and to promote the inter- 
change of healthy cattle. Previous to this meeting various 
States gave certificates to owners of cattle free from 
tuberculosis. There has been a continual and marked 
increase in legislative and private efforts to eradicate the 
disease and the Bureau has given active aid toward that 
end, not only in the District of Columbia but in nearly 
every state. This campaign is being successfully carried 
on in forty (40) states and sentiment is rapidly changing 
in its favor. 

Under this plan any owner of one purebred animal 
is eligible. It is necessary to submit the registration papers 
of the purebreds, and the grades will be identified by a tag 
or some other approved means of identification. 

Past history in eradicating other diseases has shown 
that we must proceed slowly and cautiously in this vast 
undertaking. It is true that tuberculosis started in this 
country by importations of purebreds, and at present the 
infection is deep-seeded. 

Periodically the Bureau is publishing the names of 
owners of herds that have passed a successful test. This 
information will be of value to buyers and sellers of dairy 
cattle and find a more ready market. 

Cattle passing two successful annual tests can be 
shipped for one year without further retesting to any 
state, subject to regulations of that state. 

The agreement which the owner signs in the presence 
of a witness is very reasonable, but any deviation will be 
considered sufficient cause for withdrawal of co-operation. 
Among the requirements may be mentioned: 

1. To submit the entire herd for a test whenever con- 
sidered necessary. 

2. No reactors to be presented, nor those that have been 
injected, within 60 days. 

3. Present registration certificates as a means of iden- 
tification. 

4. Interchange of cattle to be reported, giving names 
and addresses of new owners. 

5. Disposition of reactors to be governed by the U. S. 
Meat Inspection regulations if slaughtered. Cattle held for 
breeding purposes to be isolated under rigid sanitary pre- 
cautions. 

6. Pasteurization of milk, if used from reactors that 
are quarantined. 

7. Removal of calves at birth from reactors that are 
quarantined. 

8. No animals to associate with the herd unless tested. 

9. To submit to a thorough disinfection of the premises. 

The subcutaneous test is the official test of the Bureau. 
The dose of tuberculin as prepared by the Department is 
as’ follows: d 

2CC for calves ranging from 6 mos. to 1 year. 

4CC for cattle that are older but not mature. 

Older animals, and those clinically suspicious may

Henger- 
veld Netherland Lady, a daughter of 
Sir Hengerveld Ida Paul has just com- 
pleted a record of 30.23 lbs butter from 
669.9 lbs milk. This great cow had a 
previous record of 27.17 lbs butter 
from 605 lbs milk. She is sired by Sir 
Hengerveld Butter Girl, whose sire is 
a son of the great Hengerveld De Kol, 
and her dam is Lord Netherland De 
Kol’s Ella with a record of almost 17 
Ibs made as a senior 4-yr-old and a sis- 
ter to two 30-lb cows. Hengerveld 
Netherland Lady was bred by and 
made her records the property of S. M. 
Strickland of Carthage, N. Y. and is a 
fair representative of the type and in- 
dividuality to be found in his herd. An 
especially pleasing part of this record 
is the large flow of milk in conjunction 
with the butter production.

The Tractor on Dairy Farms 


UMMARIZING some of the chief advantages of the 
S tractor on the average dairy farm, we find that this 

essential and almost necessary piece of equipment 
accomplishes these things for its owner: 

The work is uniformly done. 

It is done much more quickly. 

It is a measure of conservation of food. 

It is cheaper. 

On the first point mentioned above, that of uniformity, 
but little argument is needed to convince the farmer as to 
its desirability. It is the little unproductive patches in a 
field that cut down the average and reduces the profits 
from that particular piece of land. Uniformity tends to 
keep up the average production, and to insure larger pro- 
fits. 

Time is always a factor on the dairy farm. In preparing 
land for any crop, it is usually found that the particular 
moment when the land is best suited for handling is very 
brief. Speed then in handling at the time when conditions 
are most favorable will produce a better job, and since 
time is so important its saving must be emphasized at 
every turn. 

The tractor by replacing part of the horses on Ameri- 
can farms, releases food, which is at this time seriously 
needed. Each horse or mule consumes one-fourth of what 
it produces. A tractor consumes none of the food, concen- 
trate or roughage that it aids to reproduce. This is an 
especially important point on dairy farms, where every bit 
of roughage is needed, and where conditions are driving 
ena] farms to produce more and more of the concentrates 
used. 

The tractor is cheaper through the consideration of all 
the various advantages which it brings. Figures can doubt- 
less be produced tending to show the horse or mule can 
do the work upon dairy farms more cheaply, but in the 
light of our knowledge of what the tractor can do—facts 
in the way of food conservation, economy of time and uni- 
formity of production—it can scarcely be maintained that 
any form of motive power on dairy farms is cheaper than 
is the tractor. 

The tractor industry has scarcely scratched the surface 
of its possibilities with respect to the dairy farm. Where a 
tractor can be used, we see little excuse for retaining the 
horse, except as a supplementary source of power. It has 
been said that the tractor is but adapted for larger farm 
units. Without much more than a superficial knowledge 
of the situation, we would go so far as to say that there are 
many types of tractors now on the market that it would 
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seem are adapted for small farm units a 
types for the larger farms.

Not many years ago the dairy world was astounded b 
the production of forty lbs. butter in one week. Today th 
event is commonplace. The talk of manipulation has prac- 
tically ceased. We have recognized that the development 
of the cow has reached that point where forty Ibs, butter 
in one week is within reason. 

Surely there is every evidence that it is the develop- 
ment in the breed that has brought this about. These ree. 
ords are not all from one source. They are made by many 
different men upon many different animals, and under 
widely varying conditions. A study of the productive records 
of the ancestors of these animals shows that back of them 
stands generation after generation of development for type 
and for production. 

While we must recognize that for a cow to make forty 
Ibs. butter in one week conditions must be favorable, and 
that there are cows of equal productive ability that have 
failed to cross the coveted line we can, nevertheless, re- 
joice to realize that in the main these 40-lb. records are a 
tribute to the development of the Holstein-Friesian cow 
along lines of type and production by men who understand 
their business. 


Thrift in Agricultural Life 


EADERS of the World are leaders in agricultural 
R communities. Many of them are the executive heads 

of corporations of national scope. Many have other 
business enterprises. 

The present campaign, therefore, being conducted by 
the Savings Divisions of the War Loan Organization, which 
is a part of the Treasury Department of the United States, 
has a very potent appeal to our readers.

Federal Views on Tuberculosis 


NFORMATION from the Bureau of Animal Industry 
| shows that during the past year federal investigations 

of tuberculosis in cattle under normal farm conditions, 
incriminate rats and mice as possible spreaders of this 
disease. The 1918 studies upon tuberculosis by experts of 
the B. A. I. emphasize that bovine tuberculosis would ma- 
terially decline if reliable, simple precautions against its 
spread were more commonly understood and practiced by 
live stock owners. 

These precautions have been preached many, many 
times. They involve the use of nature’s remedies—proper 
ventilation, sunlight, good air—together with such simple 
precautions and remedies as appeal to common sense. 

The Bureau recommends thorough cleaning of stables 
from which tuberculous animals have been removed as 
of greater importance in-making buildings safe for sound 
animals than the use of chemical germicides. After the 
cleaning has been properly and thoroughly done, then the 
disinfectants should be applied. Disinfectants have their 
place but they cannot do the work properly unless the 
preliminary cleaning has been attended to. 

The Bureau again emphasizes the necessity for the 
prompt removal of any animals that are effected, the appli- 
cation of the tuberculin test to all animals in the herd when 
any doubt exists, and the introduction into the herd of only 
such animals as are known to be free from disease. 

Common sense always has been and always will be one 
of the big factors in the elimination of such disease as bo- 
vine tuberculosis. 


A Place for the Black Holstein

The Original Home of Tilly 


It is unfortunate but nevertheless 
true that a great proportion of the 
Holstein public have never been priv- 
ileged to see Tilly Alcartra in the 
flesh, although her likeness has been 
pretty thoroughly displayed from one 
end of the country to the other. The 
writer stands with the majority in this 
respect. However, it was recently our 
good fortune to spend a part of the day 
in the original home of Tilly Alcartra, 
the farmside of McKay Bros., of Wa- 
terloo, Iowa. While we did not see 
Tilly, we saw three of her sisters, now 
cows well advanced in years, and we 
saw a herd of cattle nearly half of 
which is composed of direct descend- 
ants of Alcartra Polkadot Corrector 
the sire of Tilly Alcartra. 

These daughters of the old bull were 
remarkable specimens of cowhood of 
a type somewhat similar to Tilly her- 
self. Tilly herself when a youngster 
was not considered especially promis- 
ing; in fact, she was of such a beefy 
conformation that her breeders were 
perfectly satisfied to accept a price 
of $200 for her even though they were 
getting higher prices for young calves 


in the same shipment. A. W. Morris 
& Sons took in addition to Tilly ten 
other daughters of Alcartra Polkadot 
Corrector, and their year records are 
a sufficient testimony as to his out- 
standing ability. In view of these later 
day developments, McKay Bros. regret 
that Alcartra Polkadot Corrector was 
sidetracked and not used until he was 
two years of age, giving place to his 
own grandsire, Piebe De Kol Burke, 
and Jessie Fobes Tritomia De Kol 
Duke.

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Canadian Association Holds Annual Meeting 
STAFF CORRESPONDENCE 


The 36th annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of Canada was held at Toronto February 6, 
1919. It was a harmonious, business-like session, 
marked by plenty of earnest discussion, but entirely free 
from the steam roller, cut-and-dried methods that are born 
of the proxy system. Every question that came up was 
decided on its own merits, with no attempts at fine legal 
distinctions or other camouflage. In short it was a whole- 
souled enthusiastic majority-ruled meeting of men who 
make their living from the Holstein cow. Dr. S. F. Tolmie, 
President of the Association, occupied the chair, and con- 
ducted the proceedings with dispatch and impartiality. : 

The annual reports of the officers showed a splendid 
advance in all departments during the past year, even under 
war conditions. The registrations for the year exceeded 
those of the previous year by about a thousand, the total 
being 13046. Transfer certificates numbering 12165 meant 
a gain of 1500 from the preceding year. The membership 
of the association showed an increase of 432 names, which 
is fifty more than any previous year. Official testing again 
increased both in numbers and size, the long-distance work 
being the only department showing a falling off. This is 
easily explained by the labor and feed conditions prevailing 
during the past year. With relief in these directions it is 
expected there will be much more of the yearly work done 
during the present year. The financial report showed the 
association to be in good condition, showing a gain of over 
$2500 in net assets for the year, and bringing its total up 
to over $27,700. The income of the association, exclusive 
of the amount received for membership fees, exceeded its 
gross expenditures by a few hundred dollars. 

The first order of business was the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s address by Dr: Tolmie. This was a masterly effort, 
reviewing the achievements of the Association and the 
breed in Canada during the past year, and pointing out 
some specific directions for further progress in the future. 
These referred in particular to the development of the ex- 
port trade, both with Europe and the United States. He 
charged the breeders to be particularly careful that their 
animals for export be selected with scrupulous care. In 
_conclusion he called attention to the part which the Hol- 
stein cow is bound to play in the work of reconstruction 
which lies before us. 

The report of the secretary, W. A. Clemons, was not 
read, being in the hands of all members in printed form. 
B. Maltory, as chairman of the auditing committee, pre- 
’ sented the auditor’s report, which was accepted. In com- 
menting on this report J. W. Richardson, a member of the 
committee, paid a high compliment to the efficiency of the 
secretary, and suggested the need of new fire-proof quar- 
ters for the association offices. 

The report of a meeting of the management committee 
outlined the efforts that are being made to obtain the re- 
moval of existing embargoes on the shipment of live cattle 
to England. It was pointed out that here exists a wonder- 
ful market for Holsteins if these shipping restrictions can 
be lifted. The minutes of the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee, held the preceding day, were then read, and upon 
motion were acted upon item by item. The appropriation 
for milk and butter fat prizes was left the same as for the 
past year, $1000 for Record of Merit tests and $560 for Ree- 
ord of Performance tests. The appropriation for special 
prizes at fairs was increased by $300 the total for this year 
being $4665. A. E. Hulet introduced a motion protesting 
against the conditions and accommodations for the dairy 
test at Guelph and making the grant of prize money for that 
show conditional upon an improvement in these conditions, 
satisfactory to a committee from the association. This mo- 
tion was carried. The question of salaries was adopted as 
recommended by the executive committee. The secretary 
is to receive a salary of $3,000, furnishing his own office 
space, with heat and light, the clerical help in his office 
being paid by the association, which is a departure from 
the previous policy of the association. Formerly the salary 
of the secretary covered the wages of his entire office. An 
appropriation of $1500 was voted for publicity, this sum 
to be increased later, if considered advisable by the Board 
of Managers, which consists of the President, four Vice- 
Presidents, and the Secretary. Upon motion it was voted 
to accept the recommendation of the British Columbia 


branch that the butter fat ‘requirements for the mat 
class of the R. O. P. be raised from 357 Ib. in a year tae 
lb., with proportionate increases in the younger classes. It 
was also voted to admit sires to the Record of Merit 0 
the work of four progeny of either or both sexes The 
previous rule required four daughters to qualify. 


. Reciprocity Carried with Applause. 


Great enthusiasm was manifested for the proposition 
providing for reciprocity with the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. All seemed to be of one mind, and 
there was little discussion of the motion introduced by 
R. J. Kelley and seconded by G. A. Brethen, which was 
passed inanimously and with considerable applause. Mr 
Burnaby then introduced a collateral resolution providing 
for the reduction of the fee for import certificates to $1,090 
for both males and females, as soon as the reciprocal ar. 
rangement has been ratified by the Holstein-Friesian Aggo. 
ciation of America. The forenoon session was completed 
with the adoption of resolutions of protest against the con- 
tinuation of the act permitting the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine in the Dominion, and against the Daylight 
Saving Act. 

Great interest and marked difference of opinion cen- 
tered about the proposition to change the name of the 
association to the Canadian Friesian Association, dropping 
the world “Holstein,” as requested by the British Friesian 
Cattle Society. The proposed change came before the 


meeting with the endorsement of the Executive Committee, - 


but the sentiment of the meeting was very clearly against 
it, and it was finally voted by a large majority to lay the 
question on the table for a year. Supporting the proposed 
change were R. F. Hicks, Dr. Tolmie and S..R. Lee, who 
argued that to accede to the request of the British society 
would strengthen Canada’s position with the British trade, 
On the other side appeared Dr. English, Prof. Leach of 
Guelph, R. J. Kelley, who appealed to the breeders to take 
no action which would eliminate the name which has been 
the trade mark of the breed in North America, pointing out 
that it would be a particularly unfortunate move just as 
Canada and the United States are completing their ar- 
rangements for reciprocity; E. S. Archibald, who moved 
an amendment to the motion for a change providing for 
a conference with the officials of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, looking toward unanimity of action; 
Prof. H. Barton, and G. A. Brethen, B. Mallory finally clari- 
fied the situation by proposing that action on the matter be 
deferred for one year, and this was overwhelmingly the 
sentiment of the meeting. 

The report of the committee to investigate exhibition at 
the Canadian National of Holsteins in the names of other 
than their actual owners, disclosed the fact that the rule 
of the Exhibition against borrowing of cattle from other 
herds for show purposes was not being enforced. It was 
voted that all Holstein exhibitors at this show should be re- 
quired in future to sign a gentlemen’s agreement that they 
were the bona fide owners of the cattle entered in their 
names. 

A. E. Hulet introduced a resolution that a committee 
consisting of Dr. Tolmie, Mr. Burnaby and Mr. Clemons be 
directed to investigate the question of better and more 
commodious quarters for the office of the secretary, with 
power to act in the matter.

RESOLUTIONS BY NEW YORK CLUB. 


The following resolution adopted by the Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Club at Buffalo recently, has been forwarded to 
Governor A. L. Smith, Commissioner Charles S. Wilson and 
the chairmen of the Senate and Assembly Agricultural 
Committees. 

Whereas, The Commissioner of Agriculture of New York 
State has been unable to as fully cooperate with the Federal 
government as necessary in connection with control of bovine 
tuberculosis, under the accredited herd plan, and 

Whereas, It is becoming the practice of breeders to sell 
valuable animals to out of the state purchasers subject to a 
tuberculin retest, and 

Whereas, Under the present state laws return of such ani- 
mals, if reacting, is prohibited, and 

Whereas, By Act of Congress such animals are allowed to 
be shipped interstate under certain restrictions, and 

Whereas, The present allowance for condemned bovine 
animals is not proportionate to the value of same, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ Club of New York State, in regular session at Buffalo 
January 30, 1919, hereby approves of the enactment of amend- 
ments to the Agricultutral Law in order that the State of New 
York may participate with other states in the benefits arising 
from appropriations made by Congress looking toward the 
control of animal diseases, and be it also 

Resolved, That the law in relation to interstate shipment 
of reacting cattle be amended to conform to the Federal En- 
actment applying thereto, and be it further 

Resolved, That the present law be so amended as to allow 
owners of valuable animals to receive remuneration propor- 
tionate to the value of the animals condemned and be it . 

Further Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the Governor of the State of New York, the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture and the Chairman of the Agricultural] 
Committee of the Senate and Assembly.

HOLSTEIN BREEDERS HOLD INTERESTING MEETING 


The Kandiyohi County Holstein Breeders -held- their 
annual meeting at the Court House last Saturday afternoon. 
President Robert Thompson called the meeting to order 
and introduced the speaker, A. B. Rayburn, Dairy Exten- 
sion Specialist, who has made a speciality of cow testing 
work. Interesting figures, experiences, and results were 
frankly but clearly brought out by Mr. Rayburn from his 
experiences with cow testing associations. He has not 
only been a dairy student, but a dairy farmer, a herdsman 
for a big dairy farm, a tester for a cow testing association, 
and a state specialist in cow testing association work. He 
says in one association only three farmers out of twenty 
six were able to pick out their best cows as shown by ac- 
tual test and records of the cows in their herds. Invariably 
farmers change their feeding and feed better which re- 
sults in greater profit at the end of the year by having 
their herds tested. In the ordinary herd after being tested 
two out of five of the cows are generally sold to the butch- 
er and the farmer then makes better returns. 

An interesting discussion followed in which many 
members present took part, it was decided to make an 
effort to form a cow testing association and County Agent 
Rodegeb and the Directors were asked to help. Seven men 
present signed up and listed a hundred sixty,cows. Twen- 
ty-six farmers are required with at least four hundred 
cows which may include various breeds or grades. Little 
difficulty is anticipated in meeting the requirements.

HE Hollins College herd of Holstein-Friesians is a 
most excellent example of what can be accomplished 
by the breeding up and improvement of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle in Virginia. The herd supplies an abundant 
quantity of high class milk to the Hollins College at Hol- 
lins, Virginia. The object of this herd, aside from the 
production of milk for the college, is to build up a purebred 
herd by methods applicable and suitable to be used by 
the average farmer. There have been no large appropria- 
tions made for this herd, and it shows what can be done 
by a small start with purebred cows, gradually eliminating 
the grades and replacing them with purebreds. This herd 
has been developed, not simply as a purebred herd, but a 
purebred herd with capacity, good breeding and type. The 
capacity of this herd can be vouched for by the records 
which follow.

PENNSYLVANIA STATE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
MEETING 


The State Holstein-Friesian Association of Pennsylvania 
held their annual meeting at the Penn Harris Hotel, Har- 
risburg, Pa., on January 22d. There was a good attendance 
and breeders from all parts of the State were present. 
President D. BD. Aitken of Flint, Michigan, gave a very 
strong talk urging that the breeders unite in their efforts 
to promote the dairy industry and the consumption of milk 
and other dairy products. He also urged the breeders to 
organize local breeders clubs to promote the breed and 
arouse enthusiasm among the community breeders. He 
especially urged that a great effort be made at this time to 
promote such organizations; that it was necessary for each 
breeder to support the local and state organization in order 
to formulate and carry out adequate plans to entertain the 
National Association when it meets in Philadelphia in June. 
All of President Aitken’s remarks were driven home in his 
characteristic, clear and concise manner, and it is quite 
evident from the impression that President Aitken made 
on the breeders that they will go back in their respective 
localities and try as best they can to follow out his instruc- 
tions. 

Prof. Rider’s talk was also very interesting and instruc- 
tive, and pertained chiefly to the work in organizing local 
breeders organizations. He outlined how the work is being 
done and told of the results that had been accomplished. 

Prof. Geo. Bulkley of State College gave a talk on Herd 
Improvement, in which he brought ott the possibilities of 
cow-testing associations and bull clubs organized and di- 
rected under the supervision of the Extension Department 
of the State College of Agriculture. Prof. Bulkley had a 
great deal of first hand information that he gathered from 
the records of the various cow-testing organizations, and 
he made it very clear that it would be possible for most 
dairymen through the medium of a cow-testing association 
to have an authenticated record of their whole herd at a 
nominal figure, and which in years to come will perhaps be 
relied upon in choosing breeding stock. 


Dr. W. H. Ridge of Somerton, Pa., read a paper on the ; 


treatment of abortion and sterility. These are two diseases 
that strike home to the large breeder, as they are diseases 
that are wide spread and very hard to control. The dis- 
cussion that followed Dr. Ridge’s paper was very interest- 
ing. 

Mr. Stevenson, a well known speaker on Holstein topics 
and the man who invented the Polled Holsteins, gave an 
exceptionally good talk on the value of long time tests. 

Mr. H. A. Moyer of Syracuse, N. Y., who is most as well 
known throughout the United States as the Holsteins them- 
selves, was present at the meeting and urged the breeders 
to get busy relative to the National meeting in June. Mr. 
Moyer’s few remarks were at the point and coming from a 
man of his standing in the Holstein world- were accepted 
with great weight.

6. Eventually, yes. Live stock breeders are progressive 
and if the value of their stock be measured by yearly tests 
instead of seven-day there will eventually be just as much 
testing done. 

7. Such action would have a beneficial tho possibly at 
first disappointing effect on the little breeder. There is a 
tendency to increase the number of A. R. S. O. and if 
urged by breed papers it soon would replace quite largely 
the seven-day test. 

8. The future progress. of the Holstein breed depends 
upon the long time test. The use to which an animal is 
put will have its effect in time. Give the long time test the 
publicity and work as faithfully by it as by the seven-day 
test and the breed will gain by leaps and bounds. © 

9. Ill effects upon a cow’s breeding capacity are more 
likely from long time tests, but few men do it more than 
once, because they learn to feed for “life” and not for 
“death” of the herd. 

10. The reason the public pays more for seven-day 
backing is because they have been wrongly educated. The 
day is coming when the auctioneer will have to have more 
than 40 lbs. butter for a week to get a fabulous price. There 
is detriment in fabulous prices for any breed for it scares 
the little breeder out of the game. Many a small breeder 
has told me personally that there is no chance in the 
Holsteins for a small breeder to try to make records.

receive an increased dose. Experience has shown that ani- 
mals receiving large doses exhibit an early response to the 
test, and it is advisable to obtain temperatures at least 
4 to 6 hours after injection. It is important that the life 
history of the herd be sought, and to notice any irregular 
conditions about the.premises. Frequently, repeatedly test- 
ed animals become immune to the thermic test and it is of 
the utmost importance that the veterinarian consider the 
test as a scientific procedure and not as a mechanical 
method. 

The intradermal test is not recognized by the Bureau 
except on strictly range herds, chiefly because they are 
not easily controlled. A preferable site for injection is in 
the soft skin underneath the tail. If interpalpebral, the 
injection is made in the lower eyelid. Swellings disappear- 
ing in the first few hours are not diagnostic. Swellings are 
diagnostic from the 48th to the 96th hour. The later the 
appearance the more confirmative. The local reaction is 
confirmed by the thermic rise. These two methods may be 
used simultaneously. The failure to obtain a reaction is 
not a positive evidence of health. 

The opthalmic test is not recognized by the Bureau 
for testing interstate. The technique is to instill two 
discs in the conjunctival sac and allow them to dissolve 
beneath the lid. Observation should be taken four hours 
afterward. An exudate appears in the treated eye and 
can be told from the controlled eye. Carcasses found with 
encapsulated lesions at post-mortem have been slow, as a 
rule, to respond to this test. The prior use of tuberculin 
subcutaneously invites an early response. Animals exhi- 
biting discharges from both eyes should be classed as 
suspicious. This may be the so-called sympathetic reaction, 
Hyperemia in the treated eye is also diagnostic of the 
disease. It appears more uniformly in sensitized eyes. 

The plan of action in the future will be to eradicate the 
disease in cattle—later to hogs, which trace their infec- 
tion to cattle—and later in circumscribed areas. This last 
procedure has been started in Pennsylvania and Wisconsin, 
and also some of the southern states. 

There appears an element of doubt in the minds of 
many that tuberculosis cannot be eradicated by adopting 
preventive measures and strict sanitary regulations.

DR. CONN’S NEW BOOK 


A new publication, “The Cow in 
Health and Disease”, by Dr. G. H. 
Conn, D. V. M., has just come from the 
press of the Burton Publishing Co., of 
Kansas City, Missouri. 

Dr. Conn, who has been in the ser- 
vice and who is a former veterinary 
inspector for the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, touches upon the funda- 
mentals of sanitation and hygiene in 
his very useful publication. 

The book recognizes the ltmitations 
that exist in attempting to treat so 
broad a subject in so small a compass. 
While it merely touches upon the more 
important parts that are essential in 
the treatment of bovines, it is suffi- 
ciently comprehensive to be of incal- 
culable service to the dairyman and 
live stock breeder. It tells how to pro- 
duce clean milk; it discusses the prin- 
ciples of home pasteurization and it 
touches upon the application of milk 
and dairy inspection to the industry. 

There is a chapter upon milk for 
infant feeding. 

From a discussion of the care of the 
cow, beginning with her selection, her 
care in sickness and her feeding, the 
book runs through the whole series to 
the construction of the dairy barn and 
its equipment. There are seven chap- 
ters devoted to the-diseases of cows, 
and this part of the book is of parti- 
cular value to dairymen and breeders 
because of the simple treatment which 
Dr. Conn has given the subject.
